The Camden section of Baltimore has historical importance in railroading of its 
very earliest day* Later it held the B & 0 station on the main line to NY and to my 
(limited) loiowledge included what I recall as a vast expanse of tracks mostly for 
freight* During World War IX I wa£ innocently involved in an incident there that resulted 
in a court martial of which X am sure no record was permitted to exist after it was clear 
there was no need to preserve it* 

After X returned from If&rth Africa X had a series of picayune assignments as a soldier, 
including working in a civilan capacity along side civilians, inspecting the protection if 
equipment to be sent for the invasion of Europe, in the Jersey City area, From there I was 
shipped with a couple of dozen others by mistake and without any records of it to the 
Hampton Hoads of Lmbarcation from which, when I could not get a pass, I went over the 
hill* I was entitled to and had been systematically denied the furlough granted on return 
from overseas. I hitchhiked to DC, getting there after Friday ibidnight, we drove up to 
Hyatts own to see her mother the next day, and unknwbn to us a nephew was incubating the car 
munis. I got back to where we were shipped just in time for the boys to holler and offer 
me hands to get onto the tractor- trailer that was taking us to the railroad tracks* We were 
sent to where we'd been originally destined, to the part.Jof Baltimore known as Dundalk, to 
jfin an IIP outfit the major job of vhich was to protect the docks and other shipping areas. 

I was there for only two weeks before I had to go over the hill again because when I reported 
being ill it was suspected that I was still fighting fof that withheld furlough. Each night 
we went to our duty posts, at least all i was on, we went by boat* Once it was to the Camden 
yards. As I relieved the solder guard there for some zany reason he threw the rjjffee to 
me * For another crazy reason he had the safety off* When I grabbed it it fired one bullet, 
fortunately into the air* So the court martial was to aequit me and more, th© Army, in th e 
remote event someone had been hurt.

Most of the time I got the nastiest post to patrol, the docks at Curt #8 Bay where ammo 
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and other s^ahh supplies were being loaded to be sheipped for the invasion, still several 
months away* I reported sick twice, twice was returned to guard, which violated regulations 
(24 hours on, 24 hours off) and the tliird night I was bo sick I fell asleep in a tiny guard 
shack where X took projection from the bitter weather. Two ships on each side of that dock 
were being loaded. Fortunately, the corporal w]io found me asleep, for which during war one 
cibuld be shot, had been with me before and when he felt my forehead he knew I was sick. I 
had decided to go tnar the hill, not report sick when that 24 hours ended at noon. But we 
all got siiots that time and the doctor was on both sides of me to inject both upper arms 
and never saw how swollen both sides of my face were* I went over the hill and in Washington 
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the MFs sent an ambulance for me, took mejto Walter Heed, where after ttM2 days of high-^ 
fever illness I languished for four months, until we invaided France. Then, on my in- 
sistence that there were things I could do with bad vision, a bad back and flat feet, X 
was finally sent to the personnel office of the Military District of Washington, The 
personnel office went over my record and experiences and that is how I wound up in GSS. 

It was not the best way to get a decent and useful assignment but with the pain in 
the past ft was worth it! I was sick enough to have a private room in Walter Heed for 
most of two weeks , Another mumps patient w%s moved in when X was about over the worst. 

For those two weeks my testicles were packed in ice and although delated X wai awaken- 
ed hourly to drife a glass of water and to urinate,

f jat of ny back 1 punched him in the face, X could have been court-mart talked but he 
realised belatedly that he should have known and been less curio us, so he apologised to 
me and nothing happened. 

After abi^ut two weeks I was sent to the jBorest Glen former fancy girls school which 
was one of the reconditioning and rehabilitation branches of Walter Heed. There I taught 
radio and reporting. It was then that the sketch of me you saw on the wall was made by one 
of the artists who spent time pepping s Gliders who*d been injured up- He picked me, X 
suppose, because I . wan volunteering to do work I did not have to do to teach other soldiers. 

I protected then as you saw it protected here and gave it to Ill's mother. We got 
it back when^she died-at 33*
